Claim 14. (Twice Amended) A method of processing a light-sensitive 
material according to claim 1, wherein said light sensitive material is [a silver 
halide emulsion layer, the silver halide emulsion layer being on the support, the 
support being of anodized aluminum, said method further comprising,] a 
lithographic printing plate having at least a silver halide emulsion layer on an 
anodized aluminum support and using a silver complex diffusion transfer process, 
wherein after coating a developing solution to effect development, bringing the 
peeling means into close contact with [the silver halide emulsion layer] the 
lithographic printing plate and peeling at least the silver halide emulsion layer by 
the peeling means.
